Stripped bare to the w and 
wearing only cotton trunks, the 
men whip themselves unmercifully 
with flails made from finecut 
blades of the soapweed. Often they 
gouge their backs with broken 
glass before beginning flagellations 

On these Fridays they march in 
procession to a cross, set on a hill 
hundreds of yards away. They take 
three steps, kneel, and whip them- 
selves three times, repeating until 
they arrive at their goal. There 
they kneel again and pray before 
returning to the original spot in 
the same manner 

On Good Friday the strange 
Christians choose the holiest of 
their number to carry a heavy cross 
to a designated site. He represents 
the Saviour

Ar- 
ticle seven of the new pact, in 
which there is mentioned the con- 
stitution of the economic council of 
the states of the little entente, is 
destined to remain a dead letter. 
The economy of the three states 
cannot be separated from that of' 
neighboring states—namely, Ger- 
many and Italy. I consider the 
formation of a customs union be- 
tween the three states of the little 
entente almost impossible. | 

What, then, are the motives and | 
objects of the new pact?

It would be well if an audit of the kind were 
made every year as routine procedure. No branch 
of expenditure is more subject to unofficial censure 
than the handling of relief money. Alike those who 
contribute to the funds through taxation and those 
who draw from it are unusually apt to suspect 


favoritism, parsimony, extravagance, or lack of 


uniformity. 
A regular audit is the best means of preventing

The Passing Show 
-By J. S. Cowper 

Daylight is dawning at last on this depressed 
continent. United States leaders, headed by 
Roosevelt have decided that inflation must come 
in the interest of the farmer and the manufacturer. 
Not all the power of St. James Street nor the in- 
fluence of wealthy coupon-clippers who have prof- 
ited by the dishonest deflated dollar, can long hold 
back inflation from Canada now. 

Daylight is dawning for the farmer and busi- 
ness man of western Canada. 

President Roosevelt has already invited Prem- 
ier Bennett to a conference at Washington. Its 
purpose is unofficially announced to be for mutual 
tariff reforms. All previous tariff reforms had 
been in the way of building high barriers still 
higher in order to still further restrict trade. At 
last there comes a tariff reform in which the re- 
forming has in it something of the moral good 
with which the word “reform” is commonly assoc- 
jated. Having led the world in the trade war, in 
which tariff barriers take the place which trenches 
and dugouts occupy on the military field, United 
States under Roosevelt now will lead the way 
toward their abolition. 

“The United States is ready to offer tariff cuts 
to all the world” is the message that has gone out 
from the White House. Roosevelt has a special 
desire to effect a concordat with Canada before 
the World's Economic Conference opens, so that 
he can point to it as a desirable consummation 
for others to effect. 

This is the most cheering, hopeful and prom- 
ising news that the western world has received 
since the Armistice. It is in effect the announce- 
ment of a trade Armistice, not the less welcome 
because the nation which offers it is that which 
opened the hostilities, nor because its new execu- 
tive frankly admits that the trade war has 
paralysed the former phenomenal prosperity of the 
American people.

With it there is to be a complete housecleaning 
of the devices and shibboleths under which money 
lords had grown richer while the nation grew 
poorer. Insistenec upon the gold standard in other 
nations—notably Britain, of course—is to go. In- 
stead, stabilization of currencies, is to be sought. 


Inflation is to be brought abou!, in order to 
raise commodity prices. A drastic gold order, 
aimed to bring in all hoarded gold by May 1, is 
believed by many observers to indicate that in- 
flation will come by reducing the amount of gold 
in the dollar—now fixed by law at 23 grains. 
Eminent business men have been lobbying Con- 
gress to reduce the gold content of the dollar— 
including James H. Rand jr. of Remington-Rand, 
Frank Vanderlip, former banker and Phillip K. 
Wrigley. 

Should the gold content of the dollar be reduced 
to 17 cents—as Stephen Leacock has urged should 
be done in Canada—it would add 35.5 per cent to 
the return which the Canadian wheatgrower or 
lumberman would get when he selis his product 
abroad. Thus the farmer, instead of getting 50 
cents for his wheat would get 68.2 cents in the 
money in which he would discharge his liabilities. 
Every other producer would similarly benefit. In 
the benefit should be more, for once the 
log-jam had been broken, the free flow of trade 
should enhance prices abroad as our own purchas- 
ing power is restored. 


Silver is also under consideration. It is known 
to be figuring in the discussions between United 
States and Great Britain being carried 
through Sir Ronald Lindsay. Should remonetiz- 
ation of silver be result, it will almost 
assuredly see an increase in the present volume of 
silver subsidiary money

Health and Diet Advice

HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE EASILY CURABLE 
BY DIET 

The other day I saw a thin, stooped man of 
middle age standing on the street as though he 
were too tired to move. Just then there breezed 
by another man of the same age; he was in a 
hurry to get somewhere, he looked full of pep and 
energy as he stepped briskly along in a twenty- 
five dollar pair of shoes, As you looked at him 
he seemed like a man who would amount to some- 
thing and you would be right, I happen to know 
he is a great success. The thin man must have 
thought so to, for he watched the second man with 
unconcealed longing in his eyes. You could tell 
that the first man had to take a long time to gain 
a single pound and on his face was a look that 
said plainly that he wished he could be as over- 
weight as the second individual, that for once in 
his life he would enjoy having enough pounds on 
his frame so that he wouldn't have any worry 
about gaining weight. He probably indulged in 
some rosy dreams in which he became the “go- 
getter” type, full of pep, and so successful that 
his name was in all the papers. Only one thing 
was left out of the picture—he forgot he was look- 
ing at a type of man who may easily suffer from 
high blood pressure, and, in fact, the man whom he 
watched actually has a dangerously high blood 
pressufe 

High blood pressure often develops among 
those who seem to be unusually healthy and suc- 
cessful. These patients may appear so strong that 
they do not in the least resemble a sick person, al- 
though they are piling up a blood pressure that 
may turn them into bed-stricken invalids. Since 
successful people often develop blood pressure 
worries it has been said that high blood pressure 
is a disease of success. However, this is wrong, 
for the disorder is not due so much to success as to 
the heavy starchy meal which these over-weigh!, 
successful people enjoy. One of the chief causes 
of high blood pressure over-consumption of 
carbohydrates and I would that the main 
trouble not too much but too much 
starch and sugar

For a long time it was thought that an ex- 
cess of meat was the cause of high blood pressure 
and I still have patients who will tell me that they 
do not see why they have any trouble this way 
since they eat very little meat. But nowadays it 
realized that a reasonable amount of meat is 
beneficial in high blood pressure cases and most 
doctors recommend it. In my own experience I 
have found that high blood pressure is easily cur- 
able by reducing the starchy and sugar foods, as 
in every case the patient has been a heavy eater 
of them. When the pressure has been reduced to 
normal, the permanency of the cure depends on 
continuing to use a reduced amount of starches and 
sugars, and often on their elimination for a long 
period of time. High blood pressure responds much 


more quickly to diet than low blood pressure 


is 


A typical case of high blood pressure is like a 
jig-saw puzzle: many parts enter into its com- 
pletion. The most important factor is irritation of 
the walls of the arteries. Usually this irritation is 
due to a toxic blood stream, brought on by dietetic 
errors. Mental strain seems to heip keep the blood 
vessel walls at the straining point and is thought 
to contribute to undue tension in these walls. The 
usual high blood pressure patient seems to be all 


wound-up. He reminds one of a driver of a car 
who is tensely waiting for a traffic signal to 
change. Probably this habit of driving himself all 


the time is one thing that helps the patient to be 
successful, but it keep the pressure

the board and representatives of

The second resolution dealt with

could the board ferce employes to 
accept bonds in part payment of 
salary. However, by resolution the 
principle of the scheme was sup- 
ported 


According to the text of the third 
resolution, while the committee ac 
cepted the principle it was not of 
the opinion that the percentage 
scale of contributions as put into 
effect by the c was entirely 
equitable and therefore no decision 
was made as to the scale 

The committee was further of the 
opinion that the City of Edmonton

five per cent 


Following the committee meeting,
